Need Of British Sea Power

W 
ITH some of the senators argu­ 
ing at this moment that the 
survival of British sea power Is 
not a vital American interest, the 
record of their actual votes pro­ 
vides a practical test of their real 
convictions 
on 
this. 
Hie crucial 
point, In the whole debate. 
L ast July, without dissent, the 
senate 
authorized 
appropriations 
for the construction of what is 
popularly called a two-ocean navy. 
This bill, which 
no senator op­ 
posed, was adopted after a report 
by Hen. Walsh, the chairman of

which he had declared that “the 
com m ittee is of the opinion that 
we may have to defend ourselves 
In both oceans at the same time," 
and after Hen. Walsh had admitted 
in the course of the debate that 
“not possibly before 1946” could 
this expanded navy be ready. 
Every one of the senators who 
now saw that the survival of Brit­ 
ain is not our vital Interest agreed 
last July that the United States 
must spend at least $10,000,000,000 
constructing an enormously great­ 
er navy which cannot he com plet­ 
ed for at I west five years.

had 
happened 
In 
July, 
when 
the whole senate agreed 
that this country must adopt the 
greatest naval program In the his­ 
tory of this or any other nation? 
France had fallen. Britain stood 
alone and was threatened with In­ 
vasion and conquest. That was the 
reason the senate approved unani­ 
mously a two-ocean navy.

"I'H E presidential promise that 
every 
American 
* 
will have a chance to do his bit for national 
defense may raise almost as many low misgivings 
as high hopes. There is more than a remote pos­ 
sibility that the home defense program being pre­ 
pared may be a catch-all for busybodies ae well ae 
hom e defenders. 
There are many things home defenders can do 
that need to be done, such us belug prepared to 
deal w ith any possible emergency that m ight arise. 
Britain’* borne defenders, for Instance, have become 
an Integral part of the nation’s resistance to total 
warfare. In England, a fireman is perhaps more Im­ 
portant than an anti-aircraft gunner; he takes over 
where the gunner leaves off, after the raider has 
reached It* objective. By the sam e token, an ab­ 
raid warden on a London rooftop, though a home 
defender, Is as Intimately engaged In the battle of 
Britain a* the pilot of a bomber droning Its way to 
Berlin—perbaqp more so. 
But home defense has not alw ays been so useful 
an occupation; some of the nuisances committed in 
the name of home defense In the World war have 
left unpleasant recollections. The touble Is not with 
home defense, to put the m atter bluntly, but with 
the Interpretations placed on home defense by some 
of the home defenders. 
It will be a meritorious service to his fellow coun­ 
trym en lf, when subm itting his program for home 
defense, Mr. Roosevelt m anages somehow to put

—I am a gob In (hp U. S. navy. I notice The Review ha* been 
Riving entirely too much space to the arm y side of military training 
so I thought I would give you a few pointers on navy life. 
Here at Great Lakes we have just graduated from recruit train­ 
ing. 
--------------------------------------------------- 
There are seven of us boys here 
from East Liverpool. The cither 
six are Louis Guluti, Ralph Good­ 
win. Robert Willis, Fred Rindfuss, 
Chuck 
Papendry 
and 
Bernard 
Evans. 
During the last seven weeks our 
entire mode of living has been 
changed. When we arrived we were 
issued all our clothifig and equip­ 
ment and then were taken to the 
barber shop where each man’s hair

was cut to a length of half an inch. 
It took the barber an average of 
one and a half minutes per man. 
The rest of the day was spent in 
rigging our hammocks and rolling 
our clothes. (Rolling the clothes 
causes the peculiar creases seen in 
navy uniforms.) The first night 
moat of us fell out of our ham ­ 
mocks but after that we became ac­ 
customed to them and discovered 
they make very comfortable sleep­ 
ing. 
During the first three weeks we 
were placed in the Camp Barry de­ 
tention unit for medical observa­ 
tion. During that time we m et fel­ 
low* from all over the vast mid­ 
west. Also we learned to drill, keep 
our barracks clean and, most- im­ 
portant, we were taught regular 
hours. 
We have “lights out" at 21:30: 
(9:30 to you) and we “hit the deck” j 
at 5:30. 
We spend one hour of drill each 
day during recruit training which 
prepared us for the final gradua­ 
tion drill and review before Rear 
Admiral John Downes. 
On Friday afternoons we have 1 
“field day" at which time we clean 
our barracks thoroughly. Then on I 
Saturday morning we have bar­ 
racks inspection, personnel inspec­ 
tion and sometimes bag inspection. 
For bag Inspection our clothes are 
rolled and laid out neatly in the 
prescribed manner. 
During 
the 
six-week 
recruit 
training, one week is spent on spe­ 
cial duties. Each week a different 
battalion is assigned these special 
duties and In turn each company 
in the battalion is assigned to some 
specific duty. 
In our battalion, company 140 
was assigned to seaman guard, 
companies 141 and 142 were as­ 
signed to K. P. and company 143 
was assigned to general work de­ 
tail. Our company (141) got K. P., 
during which time we wore our 
summer whites. 
As to the food, you will find 
none better. 
“Well, what about navy beans?” 
you may ask. T hat Is just another 
of the many, many myths about the 
navy. 
Concerning recreation, nowhere 
can better recreation facilities be 
found. We have a fine gym. a large 
swimming pool and a station li­ 
brary. Most im portant, however. 
we have movies three 'times 
week. 
Every Sunday evening we have 
a special talent program and every 
first and third Saturday of the 
month a dance is beld in the arm ­ 
ory. 
These things plus many other 
recreational activities, go to n*ke 
a navy life enjoyable.

a criminal con- 
kpiracy to get off with relatively 
light 
punishment, 
while 
those 
whom they hire to perform the 
criminal act receive a severe pen­ 
alty. 
“Out of this situation has grown 
many scandals and evils which 
have corrupted the administration 
of the criminal law,” the Journal 
of the Cievelaud Bar association 
reports. 
Certain 
attorney-niembers 
of 
the senate said the proposed act 
would cover misdemeanors as well 
as felonies; that persons conspir­ 
ing to violate oven the state traf­ 
fic law would become liable to 
the drastic penalties.

Contributions made to the United 
States, and state, territory, or politi­ 
cal subdivision thereof, such as a 
city or town, or the District of Col­ 
umbia or any possessions of the 
United States, fur exclusively pub­ 
lic purposes are deductible; for ex­ 
ample, a gift of real estate to a city 


to be used perpetually as a public 
park is deductible. 
Also allowable Bre contributions 
to the special fund for vocational 
rehabilitation, to posts or organ! 
zations of war veterans and their 
auxiliaries organizied in the United 
States or any of Its possessions, 
and to domestic fraternal societies, 
orders, or associations operating 
under the lodge system, lf used ex 
elusively for religious, scientific, 
educational, literary, or charitable 
purposes, or for the prevention of 
cruelty to children or animals. 
In general, the deduction is lim 
Ited in the caees of individuals to 
IS percent of the net Income, ex 
elusive of the contributions. 
Corporate contributions are de 
d u c tile when made to or for the 
use of a corporation, trust, or com­ 
munity chest, fund or foundation, 
created or Organized in the United 
8tates or in any possession thereof 
or under the law of the United 
States, or of any State or Territory 
or of the D istrict of Columbia, or 
of any possession of the United 
States, which meets the same tests 
as those made for recipients of in 
dividual contributions, but in the 
case of contributions or gifts to a 


trust, chest, fund, or foundation, 
only to the contributions or gifts 
are to be used w ithin the United 
States or any of its possessions.

T h * hypothalamus may be to 
blam* for an ‘attack of nerves'. 


\ V E are accustomed to say of a 
*» 
person who bas had an attack 
of indigestion, or who is complain­ 
ing: of insomnia and the jitters, 
that it is "an attack of nerves.” 
We 
didn’t 
know 
exactly 
what 
nerves were involved but it may 
be. ag I pointed out in the first 
article, that if recent discoveries 
are correct, the hypothalamus, a 
small ganglion at the base of the 
brain, is the place where these 
"nerves” that cause such attacks, 
center. 
"One of the hardest jobs I have 
to do se\eral times a d ay .” said 
the medical consultant of a large 
clinic, “is to convince a patient 
with functional troubles that all j 
the symptoms are due to nervous 
interference with the functions of 
a normal heart or a normal digest­ 
ive system. 
Troubles Follow Shocks 
Some of these persons will, of 
course, 
have 
noted 
that 
their 
troubles followed a nervous shock. 
or a period of overwork, anxiety 
or sorrow, and for them it will be 
easy to accept my diagnosis: but 
others 
who 
have 
broken 
down. 
without obvious cause, are bard 
to convince. If to these people I 
do not give plausible explanations 
of their symptoms, they will only 
move on to consult another physi­ 
cian. 
"Often also. when talking to the 
physician who referred a patient. 
I find it bard to get him to see 
how unlikely it is that the sym p­ 
toms complained of could all he j 
due to the dropped stomach, colitis. 
low blood pressure, etc., th at he j 
found.” 
Perhaps, as I say, the hypothal­ 
amus is the cause. Professor Can­ 
non at Harvard has been studying 
what he calls homeostasis, or the 
way all the fluids of the body are 
kept stable within narrow limits 
and the way the automatic func­ 
tions of the b o d y are carried on. 
Factor In Blood Viscosity 
You give no thought to the m a t-1 
ter, but your blood has alw ays a 
certain 
viscosity 
and 
It 
is 
the 
same 
as 
the viscosity of 
your 
neighbor'* blood, or the blood of 
an E ast Indian who eats an entire­ 
ly different diet. Is there a special 
nervous center th at controls all 
these things? And is It the hypo­ 
thalam us? This is one of the great 
puzzles physiologists are working 
on today. 
* 
If it is true that this nerve cen­ 
ter Is disturbed in such patients 
and 
th e disturbance 
causes 
the 
symptoms, it knight to do away 
with the resentm ent these people 
feel when they are told their con­ 
dition I* due to nerve*. This Is an 
age-old problem with them — they 
hate to be told that. They feel in 
some way that a dropped stomach 
is not their fault and are wfiling 
to 
believe 
their 
symptom* 
are 
caused by *uch a condition, but to 
have it said their sy m p to m s are 
due to emotional instability, is re­ 
sented. 
Guilty Feeling 
Leaves 
If it can be proved their trouble 
is located in a certain part, of the 
brain, this feeling of guilt might 
go away. 
This small area of the brain may 
he said to be the seat of the mind 
of the animal functions. It eau go 
Just as wrong as the intellectual 
mind. 
For instance, it certainly 
presides over sleep. Sleep Is mere­ 
ly lowered activity of the hypo­ 
thalamus. not a successive turning 
off of the higher centers, or an 
inhibition of one part of the brain 
by another. So th at a brain sur­ 
geon at the symposium last year 
made 
the astonishing 
statem ent 
that an animal with the thinking 
part of the brain removed or dis­ 
eased could bo awake and con­ 
scious.
